The heart o£ Enropu has been toucliurl at 
lust, and the universal sympathy is per- 
hnps more keen h'jcauso it la now tinged 
frith apprehension. 


It would not be surprising if M-'.tliin a 


month a genuine plague panic sho'jlrl 
spread through Christendom. The great 
poM-ei-s have tal^cn aliu'in. Tho news comes 
today Iliac Italy lias snmmonufl an inter- 
nntioual conferenco to meet forthwith at 
Rome I o consider measures Eoi1 dealing \vlth 
Hie danger. 
Tlinro is little doubt thnt thu 


response of tlie other governments will bo 
favorable, and all resources of modern sci- 
ence will be speedily arrayed iigiviusc thiu 
hideous foe. 


Reliable informntlon about the real ei- 


tcnt o£ the plaguo in Bombay and the vi- 
cinity Is lacking, and, regm'ding the mor- 
tality., it Is only said, in general terms, 
that more than hali' of those attacked suc- 
cumb. 
The news service of the London 


press is strangely inadequate, and it Is from 
private sources that tho moat information 
comes. 
, The point which most interests Euro- 
peans iswhether uhoawful disease is likely 
to liom-ish in northern latitudes it the in- 
fection i's introduced here, but no evidence 
Is forthcoming ua yet. It is argiiud hy 
medical men, however, that if the plaguu 
la danperotis in Hongkong It would ilud an 
equally proliUc Held in London and Paris 
as far as climate is concerned. 
It is gen- 


erally admitted that the plague is a filth 
disease, but chere are certain peculiarities 
connected with its spread. 


Dr. Maukiii, the well known bacteriolo- 


gist, who is investigating the subject in 
Bombay, fastens tlio responsibility for car- 
rying the infection upon rats, ants and 
other vermin and insects with wliich 
houses are infested. Rats have the plague. 
They die and are eaten by ants, which ciu-- 
ry the germs him the crevices of 'buildings 
and to water taps and sinks. 
Thus the 


poison is diffused and cannot bo eradicated 
except by fire. 


Thi= explains the efficacy of the old 


method of cleansing by conuagration, and 
'at the same time the futility of Isolating 
the sif.k ns in other infectious diseases. 
Tho only thing to do is to remove the 
healthy. 


It is reported in The Daily Mail, whose 


dispatches arc the only ones worth reading 
in the London newspapers, that lar.-ja busi- 
ness houses iu Bombay, vrhich arc infested 
by rats, have been rendered untenable by 
the ravages of the plague among those 
vcnn Iu. 
They dio by Lund reds in the 


walls, and the human occupants hove been 
compelled to vacate the buildings. 
It has 


not beon observed chat any larger animals 
arc sunjcct to the infection. 


The French, Austrian and Italian gov- 


ernments have already taken stringent 
precautions against the importation of the 
pklglic, but it will hardly be possible to 
escape a series of alarms from this cause

reside in France, saya that he has given 
lasigl every opoprtunlty to produce the 
securities. 
"Sly position," said Mr. 


Peabody, "of course, prevents me from 
discussing the case as fully as I might. 
I luive caused the arrest of lasigi. act- 
Ing as counsel lor Pierre Charles Dc- 
rleux and 
Charles Armand Antciina 


Berger de la Vlllardere, the beneficiaries 
of these securities. 
The arrest was 


caused because lasigl failed to produi'S 
about $250,000 worth of securities whk-li 
he held. I have positive and convincing 
proof In support of the charge of em- 
bezzlement of these securities." 


Tho warrant for the arrest was ob- 


tained in the local court Friuay after- 
noon, after lasigl had failed to appear in 
the supreme court, where, it is said, lie 
had promised General Peabody to pn>- 
duce the securities. Some difficulty was 
experienced In locating lasigl, as he had 
already left for New York, but late Sat- 
urday night the local officials were no- 
tltl(.-d of his arrest. 


In the meantime, attachments have 


been made on all his property In this city 
and his bank account. 


The 
Derieux fortune amounted 
ta 


about 5300,000 or 5-100,000 when, In 1849, the 
testator died. Joseph lasigl, the Arme- 
nian father o£ Joseph A., who amassed 
an 5SOO.OOO fortune In the Oriental traile 
In Boston, was made trustee of the es- 
tate. When the eldest lasigi died, Os- 
car, hie son. succedcd to the trusteeship 
as well as to the consul g-eneralship of 
Turkey, which office hJs father held fot 
many years. 


Oscar was drowned when the City oi 


Columbus went to pieces on the rocks off 
Gay Head, eight years ago. Joseph A., 
who had been acting consul general for 
several years, was made consul general. 
In 18S4 he was vested with powers of at- 
torney from the two heirs of the Derieux 
estate, and asssumed all the duties of 
the trusteeship. Jointly with Francis C. 
Welch.

sent to the heirs, who continued to live 
in France.
